President Small of Telegra- 
phers“' Union Refuses to 
Abide by Decision of Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


MEN QUIT AT 1 O'CLOCK. 


Apparent Settlement of the Dis- 
pute Overthrown by News 
Received After 
Midnight. 


The strike of the telegraph operators,. it 
was announced at 1 o'clock this morning, 
would begin at 1 o'clock this afternoon at 
San Francisco and Oakland. on a demand for 
a 25 per cent increase in wages. 

President . J. Small of the Commercial 


Telegraphers’ Union of America refuses to 


abide by the decision of the executive com- 
mittee in New York yesterday afternoon to 
call off the strike. 

Recognition of the Telegraphers’ union 
by the Western Union Telegraph company 
is the demand of President Small—a demand 
which the executive committee in New York 
yesterday decided not to insist upon. 

Will Disregard the East. 

President Small made the following state- 
ment in Gan Francisco at midnight: 

It makes no differencte what the east may 
do. The union must be recognized. We shall, 
deciare strikes in various cities and carry on 


a guerilla warfare uatil the Western Union | 


is forced to acoe@e to our demands or until 
we can bring the matter to tae attention of 


the next congress.’ 
News of the decision of President Small to 


begin the strike in lte of the decision of 


the executive committee in New York to 
call it off, dic not reach Chicago until after 


midnight. It caused general surprise in | 


telegraph circles, because up to that hour it 
was generally believed that the executive 
committee had reached an agreement with 
the Western Union. 

President Small left New Tork secretly 
several days ago to go to the city which had 
been selected for the beginning of the strug- 
gle. It was not known until late last even- 
ing that San was to be the city 
first to feel the effetts of the strike. 

Up to a late hour last night it was supposed 
the threatened strike had been averted by the 
developments in New, York yesterday. 

Western Union’s Offer. 

President Clowry of the Western Union 
addressed a letter to Charles P. Neill, U 
States commisstoner of labor, yteldin 
of the demands of the union, but refusing 
to recognize the union itself. In this let- 
ter President Clowry stated that the 10 per 
cent increase in wages granted March 1 was 
made in good faith. He added: 

“The statement is being made that the 
telegraph company is endeavoring to neu- 
tralize the 10 per cent advance dy the appli- 
cation of a so-called sliding scale. There 
is no such prectice in effect, nor is there any 
intention of putting it into effect. 

“The standard salaries for regular posi- 
tions as established by the increase of March 
will be maintained, and the company will 
pay to any man appointed or promoted to any 
position the salary attached to the position 
after that increase, and will pay to extra men 
the salaries in effect for their work as of 
March 1 inclusive of the 10 per cent increase. 

“This company has not discriminated 
against, nor will it discriminate against, any 
employé of the company because of affilia- 
tion or non-affiliation with any organiza- 
tion, and if it can be shown to me that any 
subordinate has dismissed or discriminated 
against any teldgrapher because of affilia- 
tion with any organization, such telegrapher 
shall be restored to his position without 
prejudice.” 

President Clowry further offered to submit 
any other grievances of the employés to a 
board of arbitration. 


Strike Is Off, On Again. 

Commissioner Neill laid this letter before 
the executive committee of the telegraphers’ 
union at 12:80 p. m. yesterday. After a con- 
sultation with the executive committee Dep- 
uty President Koenenkamp agreed to accept 
Clowry’s letter in good faith and to make 
concessions on the part of the operators. 
These included the demand for an eight hour 
work day and the one that the company sup- 
ply typewriters to employés. 

Deputy President Koenenkamp then made 
the following statement: 

For the speedy settlement of the trouble 
we have to thank the tact and diplomacy of 
Mr. ‘Nelll. Though we did not get all we 
wanted, we have gained a victory. The let- 
ter of President Clowry shows an evident 
determination to keep in touch with the 
operators. The strike will be officially de- 
clared off as soon as the necessarry forms 
can be gone through. It is now informally 
off. It will take some time to arbitrate the 
different matters which will have to be ad- 


justed.“ 


President Small Revolts. 

A telegram was sent to President Small in 
San Francisco, notifying him that the strike 
officially had been declared off. To this 
notification President Small responded: 

“We do not consider the matter closed. 
Twenty-four hours will develop something 
further.” 

It is understood that President Small will 
call in the San Francisco officials of the 
Western union at noon today and make a final 
demand for a 25 per cent increase in wages. 
If the demand is refused every operator in 
San Francisco and Oakland will quit work 
at 1 o'clock. 

Chicago Operators Dissatisfied. 

Here in Chicago the decision of the execu- 
tive committee in New York to call off the 
strike was received with dissatisfaction by 
the members of the telegraphers union. 

The fact that the telegraph company con- 
tinues to ignore the union which has brought 
about the intervention of President Roosevelt 
is the hardest pill for the men to swallow. 

Secretary Wesley Russell, who is in charge 
of the Chicago headquarters of the teleg- 
raphers’ organization, does not agree with 
his men. He expressed his satisfaction at 
the new turn of events. 

“ As is well known, the men always have 
favored any honorable means of settling 
their difficulties without striking.“ said. Mr. 
Russell. We realize the consequences of 
tying up as important an industry as the 
telegraph companies of the country, and for

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GUILTY QF KILLING MAID. 


Mrs. Kaufmann of Sioux Falls 
Convicted of Manslaughter. 


Cause of the Death of the Girl Discov- 
ered Only by Accident. 


Fiandreau, S. D., June 20.—[Special. ]—Mrs. 
Emma Kaufmann, wife of a prominent cit- 
izen of Sioux Falls, S. D., was tonight con- 
victed of manslaughter in the first degree. 
She has been on trial for several days 
charged with causing the death, from brutal 
treatment, of her maid, Miss Agnes Polreis. 

Tae minimum term of imprisonment fixed 
by the statutes for the crime is twenty years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

The case was submitted to the jury at 4 
o'clock this afternoon and the Werdict was 
not reached until several hours later. 

The conviction of Mrs. Kaufmann was a 
great shock to the defendant, her husband, 
her son, and her counsel, all of whom had 
confidently expected acquittal. When the 
fatal words fell from the lips of the foreman 
of the jury, Mrs. Kaufmann’s head sank 
upon her hands. Throughout the proceed- 
ings she sat in an attitude of extreme dejec- 


tion. 


Will Demand a New Trial. 


Counsel for the defense gave notice that a 
new trial will be applied for. This will be 
argued before Judge Smith at Yankton, Oct. 
10. Judge Smith fixed Oct. 21 as the date for 
passing sentence in the event @ new trial 
should be denied. 

The bond of $25,000 furnished last June 
after her preliminary hearing will stand, and 
meantime Mrs. Kaufmann will be at liberty. 

The Kaufmanns have resided in Sioux 
Falls for about à quarter of a century and 
are known to practically every man, woman, 
and child in the city. Mr. Kaufmann for 
years has been prominently identified with 
state politics and is generally known 
throughout South Dakota and adjoining 
states. 

Practically Beaten to Death. 


The wounde which Mrs. Kaufmann has 
been found guilty of inflicting on the girl 
were numerous. There were three lacera- 
tions of the scalp, to the membrane of the 
bone, and three others on the back of the 
head. There was a wound of a superficial 
nature on the chin. On each shoulder was a 
wound through the skin, each wound being 
over two inches long. At each elbow were 
two wounde similar to these on the shoulders 
The skin on the left hand was loosened and 
one finger was gone, with the bone protrud- 
ing. The left knee was red and greatly 
swollen, and a great portion of the ekin was 
separated from part of the legs and feet. 
There were blisters on the legs, such as would 
be produced by acid or a burn, or a blister- 
ing plaster. There was a blood clot on the 
brain directly under one of the wounds on the 
head. 

Agnes Polreis, the domestic whom Mrs. 
Kaufmann has been convicted of killing, 
entered the employ of Mrs. Kaufmann on 
Feb. 18, only a few weeks after the family 
arrived in South Dakota, and only a little 
over three months before she died at a Sioux 
Falls hospital from numerous wounds, 
bruises, and cuts 


Suspicious Wounds Are Found. 

After her death in a local hospital on June 
1 her remaine were prepared for burial and 

shipped to the parents of the girl at Parks- 
ton. Wounds upon the head of the dead Zirl 
were discovered by a young daughter of 
William Moeller, & business man of Parks- 
ton, who was an intimate friend of Miss Fol- 
reis. It was from Miss Moeller that the first 
disclosures came. 

The body was twice disinterred and exam- 
ined for wounds and bruises. 

The evidence secured as the result of the 
second examination resulted in the arrest of 
Mrs. Kaufmann on the charge of having been 
responsible for the wounds, gashes, cuts, and 


bruises which caused the death of the gil.

LONDON, June 20.—Mark Twain exhibited 
Himself ag an eccentric today, and every staid 
Londoner who witnessed the exhibition fairly 
gasped for breath. Twain appeared in the | 
foyer of Brown's hotel garbed only ina blue 
bath robe and slippers, with about three 
inches of bare legs showing The sight of an 
elderly man with bushy white hair in this 
unconventional costume startled the patrons 
of the hotel and worried the employés tre- 
mendously, but Twain coolly surveyed the 
people who were staring at him and then, 
accompanied by his secretary, R. W. Ash- 
croft, walked out the front door of the hotel. 
into Dover street. 

The sidewalks were thronged with shop 
girls on their way to work, who stopped short 
and gazed in astonishment at the American 
humorist as he made his way towards a 
bath club nearly opposite the hotel. 

After his bath Twain returned to his hotel 
in his three piece costume and had the pleas- 
ure of making a lot more people open their 
eyes wide. 

The manager of the hotel was aghast as he 
saw Twain enter the hotel, but didn't make 4 
fuss. His feeling was that a great man like 
Twain must be allowed to do as he pleases. 
Twain himself professed wonder at the excite- 
ment he had caused. “I simply wanted to 
take a bath, he said. and did the same 
thing I'd often done at the seaside. London 
is a sort of a seaside town, isn’t it?“ 

Twain renews his acquaintance with the 
king tomorrow, having a special invitation to 
the king’s garden party. Twain met King 
Edward first a number of years ago at Ham- 
burg, where the king had a folly laugh with 
him over a passage in one of his books, in 
which he commented on the fact that Edward, 
then prince of Wales, had passed him in 
the Strand without stopping to chat with him. 
The prince, he later explained, was in a car- 
riage, while Twain himself was on topofa 
penny bus. 


CLEVELAND IN NO DANGER 
FROM SPELL OF INDIGESTION. 


Statement Issued by Wife Says No Op- 
eration Was Performed and None Was 
Contemplated—Patient Doing Well. 


Princeton, N. J., June 20.—According to a 
statement issued from the home of former 
President Cleveland tonight the alarming re- 
ports sent broadcast concerning the condition 
of Mr. Cleveland are practically groundless. 
The former president is suffering from an at- 
tack of acute indigestion, but no operation 
has been performed and none was contem- 
plated, the statement seys. 

The statement, for which Mrs. Cleveland is 
authority, ie as follows: 

„Mr. Cleveland is suffering from acute in- 
digestion. The report that an operation had 
been performed upon him today for the re- 
moval of a malignant growth is absolutely 
untrue. No operation was contemplated. 
Mr. Cleveland is in no danger and will be 
around again in a few days.“ 

Mr. Cleveland has been 4 sufferer from in- 
digestion for a long time. He had an at- 
tack early in the week which did not yield 
readily to medical treatment and Dr. Joseph 
D. Bryant of New York was called. No 
alarm was felt at the time, but as Dr. Bryant 
had long been Mr. Cleveland’s family physi- 
cian it was thought that he understood the 
ailment more thoroughly than the local fam- 
ily physician. 

There is a marked improvement today in 
Mr. Cleveland’s condition, so much, in fact, 
that Dr. Bryant has returned to New York.

ONE MISSING: ONE IN LAKE. 


Small Sisters Go to Lincoln Park 


and. Ten to : 
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Emma Pontius’ Body Found; Clara’s 
Still Being Sought. 


The body of Emma Pontius, 10 years old, 
was taken from the lake in Lincoln park last 
night, and her elder sister, Clara, 12 years 
old, is missing. The parents of the children 
think one of the girls fell into the water and 


to save her sister. 

Mrs. Patrick Pontius, 122 Howe street, 
grandmother of the girls, told the police at 
1:30 o' clock this morning that she believed 
they had committed suicide because they had 
been ill treated. 

Both girls had gone to Lincoln park in the 

afternoon after school and were last seen by 
Clarence, a twin brother of Clara, near the 


high bridge. 

The younger girl had suggested to her sister 
that they go on the bridge, and the sister, 
while willing, sought to allay the fears of the 
brother, who tried to dissuade them, by 
scouting the idea. The brother then left them 
and the girls started for the bridge. 

The body of the younger girl was found 
shortly after 8 o’clock by Park Policeman 
Langlois. It was floating in the lake some 
distance north of the high bridge. 


Father Reports Disappearance. 

The policeman had been notified earlier 
in the evening to look out for the two little 
girls, whose disappearance had been report- 
ed to the park authorities by the father. 
With several men the policeman rowed out 
into the lake and recovered the body. The 
father was then notified at his home, 611 
North Park avenue. The body had been 
taken to an undertaking establishment at 
560 North Clark street. There it was identi- 
fied by the father. 

While the distracted parent watched from 
the beach the police then began a search of 
the lake for the other body, but up to a late 
hour they were unsuccessful. 

The two girls, with their brother, lived 
with their father and stepmother, with two 
other children of the last union. They were 
pupils of the La Salle school, and, according 
to, the stepmother, were happy and light 
hearted, although ever and anon they spoke 
féeelingly of their departed mother. 


Boy Feared “Suicide Bridge.” 

When the sisters returned home from school 
in the afternoon they were told by their 
step- mother that they could go to the park 
for several hours. They were followed by 
Clarence, the brother. The latter stole up 
on them in the park just in time to hear the 
younger girl suggest a trip to the high bridge. 
He sought to dissuade them because, as he 
said last night at home, between sobs, 
„Something seemed to tell me that something 
dreadful would happen to them if they went 
on the ‘suicide bridge“ The boy was 
devoted to his sisters, especially Clara, and it 
was only by force that he was restrained 
from going to the lake last night to assist 
the police in the search for the missing girl. 


Thinks Effort to Rescue Fatal. 

Mrs. Pontius, the stepmother, is inclined to 
the theory that the elder girl sacrificed her 
life in an effort to save her sister after she 
had fallen into the water. She said: 

“ The two girls were much attached to each 
other and were almost inseparable. Clara 
always was taking the part of her younger 
sister in children’s quarrels in the neighbor- 
hood, and more than once routed boys larger 
than herself that attacked the younger girl.

The first one was dated 
Sept. 10, 1904, and called for the payment of 
$87.50 to H. Green, care of Peter L. Huff, 
221 Taylor street, San Francisco, that sum 
being $100 less transfer, commission. The 
application was signed “a. Wolfe, No. 1725 
Stout street.“ That was the name of one 
of Pettibone’s clerks, and the address of the 
store. The second application and message 
were dated Oct. 15, 1904, and were for pay- 
ment to H. Green,“ care Peter Huff, of $48, 
being $50 less the transfer commission. 

Orchard testified, it must be remembered, 
that the money by telegraph came to him 
in Huff's care. 

The second application was accompanied 
by a formal waiver of identification, written 
by the sender on the back of the application. 
The handwriting of both applications and 
waivers is the same and the state will put 
the witness on the stand to identify the writ- 
ing as Pettibone's and to show it to be the 
fame as the letter of recommendation which 
Pettibone wrote to Insurance Agent Stearns 
when Thomas Hogan wanted a job.

Attorneys Ask for Writ of Habeas 
Corpus on Ground He Has an In- 
curable Disease.

TRISH BEGIN NEW BATTLE. | 


NATIONALISTS CUT LOOSE FROM 
THE LIBERAL CABINET. 


Executive Committee Meets at Dublin 
and Resolves to Open Great Agita- 
tion for a Real Legislature, with 
All Benefits of Actual Home Rule— 
O’Brien and Healy Still Shuat Out 
of Party—Extremists Caustic in 
Criticism of Redmond Leadership. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

DUBLIN, June 20.—Carrying to a logical 
conclusion their recent repudiation of the 
government's attitude toward Ireland, the 
nationalists today formally cut themselves 
adrift from Premier Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman and his colleagues and initiated 
a new and active campaign in favor of home 
rule. 

The meeting of the national directors of 
the United Irish league assembled here under 
the presidency of John Redmond sat for four 
hours today. The proceedings were private, 
but an official report given out records the 
adoption of several important resolutions. 
By the first of these it is resolved: 

To inaugurate without further delay a 
great and really virile movement to win that 
full national self-government which must be 
secured before the foundations of Ireland’s 
future prosperity can be laid. 


Demand a Legislature. 

The resolutions affirmed the country's de- 
mand for an elected legislature and an execu- 
tive responsible ‘thereto, urged the speedy 
and united expression of a national deter- 
mination to secure these rights. The direc- 
tory is empowered to organize a series of 
great public demonstrations to this end 
throughout the country, and all members of 
the party will be called upon to devote them- 
selves to the promotion of a vigorous and sus- 
tained agitation throughout the coming au- 
tumn and winter. 

The meeting recorded its confidence in the 
parilamentary party. under the leadership of 
John Redmond and heartily approved the 
party’s decision to withdraw its general sup- 
port from the present government. 

A resolution inviting Messrs. William 
O’Brien and Timothy Healy to reönter the 
party was rejected by a large majority. 


Extremists Grill Redmond. 

It was stated that some of the more ex- 
treme members of the Sinn Fein section are 
in nowise satisfied with the leadership of John 
Redmond, who, it is asserted, they criticised 
caustically. They also, it is said, tried to 
get a much more violent tone given to some 
of the resolutions, and wanted an avowal of 
open, defiant hostility to all English inter- 
ference in Ireland. 

It is reported Mr. Redmond sometimes had 
difficulty in controlling the extremists, and 
that the meeting often was tumultuous. The 
official report, however, does not refer to 
those incidents. It describes some of the 
principal resolutions that passed unan!mous- 
ly, and records that sixty more branches of 
the league are existent now than in 1906. 


ITALIAN PRINCE AND PARTY 
OF FOUR DIE IN AUTO CRASH. 


Motor Car, Going at High Speed, Runs 
Into Rock and Is Demolished—Victim 
Related to Spanish King. 


NAPLES, June 20.—A most appalling auto- 
mobile accident occurred at Caianello, about 
100 miles distant from Naples, today, five 
persons being killed. The car, which was 
going at high speed, ran into a rock and was 
demolished. Among the killed was Prince 
Pescara, a member of the Italian nobility and 
related to the Spanish royal house, on ac- 
count of whose death the aristocracy of the 
whole of lower Italy will be in mourning. An 
American woman is said to be one of the vic- 
tims. 


MAY NOT URGE DISARMAMENT. 


United States Regards Issue at The 
Hague as Primarily a Euro- 
pean Question. 


THE HAGUE, June 20.—It is officially 
stated that Gen. Horace Porter's reservation 
yesterday covering the right of the United 
States to present the question of the limita- 
tion of armaments does not mean that the 
Washington government has definitely de- 
cided to raise the subject. On the contrary, 
it is stated that it involves no change in the 
American attitude, which is defined as fol- 
lows: 

The United States regards the limitation 
of armaments primarily as a European ques- 
tion, and in face of the present divergence of 
views among the European powers and the 
unwillingness of any of them to assume 
the responsibility, the United States does 
not fee] justified at the outset of the confer- 
ence in injecting an issue which might 
jeopardize the important work achievable. 

*“* Nevertheless the United States does not 
want to see the door closed and the reserva- 
tion is made to protect her right to introduce 
the subject if for any reason later she should 
decide to do 80.“

Denver, Colo., June 20.—The. public land 
convention came to an end late * after- 
noon with the adoption of a series of resolu- 
tions which were not so radical as e 

A letter from President Roosevelt was a fen - 
‘ture of today’s session. The résolution over 


which was the most dispute read: 

„We oppose any change in the existing 
aws and customs as to grazing live stock on 
-he public domain outside of forest reserves. 

The regolutions say that experience has 

demonstrated. the wisdom of the policy of 
treating the lands of the nation as a public 
trust to de disposed of in all cases and wher- 
ever possible to actual settlers. The people 
of the west are unalterably opposed to any 
yr in this wholesome and beneficial pol- 

Forest reserves should only be created 

whare “ai they do not infringe on this policy. 


Want Waters Unhampered. 

In all cases the rights of the states and | 
the people of the states to the free and un- 
hampered use of all waters within forest 
reservations should be mot only permitted 
but encouraged, the resolutions say, and no 
charge should be imposed thereon. The ne- 
cessity of forest reservations is recognized 
and reasonable regulations by the govern- 
ment commended. 

The resolutions, however, favor the prompt 
elimination from forest reservations of all 
lands not timbered or suitable for reforesta- 
tion or reasonably necessary to conserve the 
flow of streams used for irrigation. It is 
especially urged that the reports of special 
and secret service agents of tae land depart- 
ment and of the department of agriculture 
shall be made under oath. A modification of 
any existing orders which prevent bona fide 
filings on any of the public coal lands is de- 
manded. The national irrigation law is heart- 
ily indorsed. 

It is asked that congress legislate appro- 
priately with respect to school lands in reser- 
vations so that each state deprived of these 
lands may receive its full quota of lands, or 
its equivalent, for the purpose for which they 
originally were intended. 


Roosevelt Explains Position. 
Secretary Garfield made a long argument in 


“support of the position assumed by his de- 


partment.and read a letter from President 
Roosevelt, who called attention to misrepre- 
sentations of the administrgtion’s attitude. 

“The first and most important of these 
misstatements,” the letter said, is to the 
effect that there has been a change in the 
public land policy of the government, which 
change will result in depriving the western 
states of the right to settle the public lands 
with citizens. This allegation directly re- 
verses the actual facts. The government's 
course now pursued is to carry out the tradi- 
tional homemaking policy of the United 
States as to its public lands. And the men 
most interested In opposing the action of the 
administration are endeavoring to upset the 
traditional course of the government and are 
doing all in their power to turn the public 
lands over to be exploited by rich men and 
powerful corporations whose interests are 
hostile to those of the homemakers. 

Most of the coal lands have hitherto been 
taken under some forms of entry other than 
those of the coal entry laws, and in many 
cases by actual fraud. The administration 
certainly will renew its efforts to get con- 
gress to pass a law which will do away with 
the fraud. 


Need Not Pay for Water. 

“It has been alleged that the government 
iritends to make the users of water for irri- 
gation pay for their water. There has never 
been any such intention; and no such course 
ever will be followed while the present ad- 
ministration is in existence.“ 

Mr. Garfield said it was the policy of the 
interior department to put an actual settler 
on every acre of agricultural land in the 
forest reserves. 


STOKES GIVES OUT LETTER 
TELLING DICKINSON TO GO. 


New Jersey Secretary of State, Silent 
Under Scandal Charges, Determined 
to Ignore Governor’s Order. 


Trenton, N. J., June 20.—Gov. Stokes today 
gave out the letter he sent to Secretary of 
State Dickinson asking him to resign his of- 
fice. The governor's letter reiterates the fact 
that at the time Col. Dickinson was a candi- 
date for reappointment scandalous charges 
against him had been filed with the governor. 
The governor reminds Col. Dickinson that he 
promised, if the charges were proved, to re- 
sign if reappointed, and then goes into the 
matter of the libel suit started by Col. Dickin- 
son against Mayor Fagan of Jersey City, and 
withdrawn last week. 

The governor concludes his letter by say- 
ing that “ the public official who withdraws 
his. defense against charges that affect a 
man’s dearest possession, his reputation, 
cannot retain the confidence of the people. 
The time has now come for you to act. I do 
not have to acknowledge both the sorrow and 
the pain with which I make this request, but 
I do it as my duty, from the performance of 
which I do not shrink. I now ask and await 
your prompt retirement from your present 
office of secretary of state.“ 

Col. Dickinson was not in Trenton today, | 
His friends assert that he will not resign 
and that in a day or two he will answer the 
governor's letter and make it public.

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TRAIN IN NARROW ESCAPE 


LIMITED AT FULL SPEED LEAVES 
TRACK WITH 200 ABOARD. 


Fiyer, Hast Bound from Chicage on 
the Wabash, Going Sixty Miles an 
Hour, Runs Into Derail Near La- 
porte, Ind.-—Beunds Aleng on Tics 
for 400 Feet and Only Two Coaches 
Are Ditched—Only Three Persons 
Seriously Hurt. 


Laporte, Ind., June 20.—[Speciai.}—Two 
hundred passengers on board the Continental 
limited, eastbound, on the Wabash railroad, 
had a miraculous escape from instant death 
late tonight when the train, running sixty 
miles an hour, dashed off the rails at Magee, 
five miles south of Laporte and sixty-three 
miles east of Chicago. 

The train bounded along on the ties 400 
feet before the engine toppled over on its 
side, bringing the care to a sudden stop and 
hurling the passengers in a heap in the for- 
ward end of each car. The only seriously 
injured persons were the fireman and head 
brakeman and one woman passenger. 


Running at Full Speed. 

The train was nine minutes late and the 
engineer was crowding on the steam when 
the locomotive struck the derail. Engineer 
William McCann reyersed the lever, yelled 
to the fireman, John Listley, to jump, and 
then, after sticking to his post until the loco- 
motive toppled over, made a leap for the 
ground, The fireman was imprisoned in the 
cab and was badly scalded before he could 
be released, one foot being caught under the 


The train consisted of eight cars, two of 
which went into the ditch. J. E. Conkling of 
Chicago, a brakeman, oan badly cut ahd 
bruised, As the train crashed down the side 
of the roadbed it swept by the station, tore out 
the entire front, and then crashed through 
one side of the Pére Marquette interlocking 
tower. 

When the engineer whistled for the crossing 
Ed Blohm, asistant in the tower, gave the 
signal that the track was clear. Just as the 
train struck the derail and went off he gave 
one piercing scream and fainted. 

When the wreckers arrived a track was built 
round the wreck and shortly before midnight 
the passengers were sent on their wayina 
made up train. 

Investigation shows that a repair gang was 
working on the interlocking switch and that 
the men had left a derai? open without notify- 
ing the tower man, whose levers Were not con- 
nected with the switch. 

Train Wrecked in Tunnel. 

Mitchell, Ind., June 20.— ast bound limited 
passenger train No. 12 on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern railroad was wrecked in 
a tunnel one-fourth mile long, near here early 
today. The drawbar of the engine broke and 
the coaches piled up on the tender.

There 
were not enotgh family physicians to go 
around, and every doctor in the village was 
kept busy through the night. 

After the women who had eaten of the tin 
baked loaves were on the way to recovery, 
the morning trains took scores of husbands 
back from thé city. They, too, poisoned, 
could not stay in their offices and had come 
home for treatment. 

The poison epidemic was the result of a 
social given for the Young Women’s Migssion- 
ary association of Chicago by the Berwyn 
Baptist Young People’s union. The meat 
had been cooked in hay stoves and left 
in the tin pans, where the ptomaine devel- 
oped.

DELEGATES SAY RECREATION 
MAKES GOOD CITIZENS. 


Tiret Convention of National Associ« 
afion Opens in This City, with 
Representatives of Municipalities 
Attending—Chicago Praised as the 
Leader in Work, Far Outstripping 
All Others in Country—Roosevelt 
Elected Honorary Head of Body. 


Children’s playgrounds, not viewed merely 
as places for pastime but as destroyers of 
vice and educators for citizenship, were laud- 
ed all yesterday at the opening sessions of 
the first annual convention of the Playground 
association of America. 

Delegates, many of them appointed by the 
mayor of the city from which they came, 
were present from almost every important 
city of the country. Altogether there were 
sixty delegates and forty members of the 
national council of the association. 

In holding its first convention in Chicago 
the ‘association recognized this city as the 
pioneer in the work of previding recreation 
spots amid crowded tenements and factories 
of large cities: l 


Work in Chicago Unequaled. 

“The work in Chicago said President 
Luther H. Gulick of New York, in his address 
last night at Fullerton hall, “is unparalle led 
in equipment, in range, and in scope.“ 

Mr. Gulick's address was on Play and 
Democracy.” As authority is the keynoté of 
the home and the school, so liberty and the 
development of self-control in accord with 
the dictates of public juvenile opinion is the 
influence of the public playground, he said. 
“Play as a Training for Citizenship" was 
the subject of an addrees by Joseph Lee, 
vice president of the Massachusetts Civic 
league. He traced the influence of the boy’s 
“gang” in developing the spirit of loyalty 
and the judicial and legislative faculties. 

Miss Jane Addams spoke on “ Public Rec- 
reation and Social Morality.”’ 

Recreation, she said, is the best pos- 
sible antidote for vice. Much of vice is only 
the natural love of pleasure gone wrong.“ 

Others who made brief speeches. at night 
were Prof. Graham Taylor and Frederick 
Greeley, president of the Playground asso- 
ciation of Chicago. 

In the afternoon delegates visited Armour 
square, Thirty-third and Shields streets, 
which, they said; was far ahead of anything 
in this country. 

Boston may have a more varied layout,“ 
paid one, but this surpasses it in general 
adequacy.” 


Judge Lindsey Not Present. 

The afternoon session was robbed of much 
of its interest by the Absence of Judge Ben 
B. Lindsey, the “ boys’ judge of Denver. 
His subject, Relation of Play to Juvenile 
Delinquency,“ was taken by Mrs. Tunis Ber- 
gen of Brooklyn. 

Francis H. Taber, superintendent of the 
Boys’ club in New York, was also unable to be 
present, but his paper on Sportsmanship 
in Games,“ was read by George F. Ehler 
of Cleveland. Social Value of Playgrounds 
in Crowded Districts was the subject han- 
dled by Lawrence Veiller, director of the de- 
partment of social conditions of the Charity 
Organization society of New York. He was 
followed by Mrs. Samuel Ammon of Pitts- 
burg with a paper on How to Secure a 
Playground.” 

Dr. W. E. Evans, Chicago’s commissioner of 
health, spoke for Mayor Busse, conveying the 
sympathetic interest of the city in the con- 
vention.

AMERICANIZE CAPITALISTS, . 
MARQUETTE CLUB [S TOLD. 


James W. Van Cleave Says Employers 
Are Responsible for Sheas, Schmitzes, 
Debses, and Haywoods. 


James W. Van Cleave, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers and of 
the Citizens’ Industrial Association of St. 
Louis, told seventy-five members of the Mar- 
quette club last night how to promote peace 
and amity between employers and employés. 
The address was in the way of instruction on 
the educational movement the club intends 
to undertake in the fall to bring capital and 
labor into better relations. 

Mr. Van Cleave expressed the opinion that 
industrial missionaries ought to direct their 
efforts first to the employers. 

Let us begin,” he said, by American- 
izing the capitalists and the employers. Some 
of the captains of industry, the trust mag- 
nates, and the heads of the great financial 
interests of Chicago, New York, St. Louis, 
and of the United States in general, need 
Americanizing more than do the working- 
men. 

„These are the persons who are responsible 
for the Sheas, the Schmitses, the Debses, the 
Mosts, the Haywoods, and the rest of the im- 
practicables and destructionists who aim 
to strike down the social order and to put 
the bottom stratum of the population on top. 

„As these capitalists are higher socially 
and intellectually than their employés, so- 
ciety’s claims on them are larger, and their 
gins, when they do sin, are greater.” 

Mr. Van Cleave and James E. Emery, sec- 
retary of the organization, described the in- 
dustrial association's lectures to working~ 
men which the Marquette club intends to 
emulate in Chicago.

Wilson the recent increase in the price of 
meats is entirely natural, and even a further 
advance In prices may be expected. That 
the cost of meats ie greater today than ever 
before is conceded, but Secretary Wilson be- 
lives that American prosperity is at the 
bottom of the situation. The people are eat- 
ing more meat and the farmers are not 
raising as many cattle as formerly. 
Naturally, then,” said the secretary,

the prices of everything else _— gone up, 


“Then, too, the RA | continued, 
there were last year more than a million 
‘immigrants. This year there will be hun- 
' dreds of thousands more. These people soon 


| find work. Meat was a luxury to them at 
home, but in America, making more money 


than they ever dreamed of, they want to 
live well, and they eat meat. 


Export Trade Is Enormous. 


There is also an enormous export trade, 
which cute a great hole in the supply. Last 
year we sent abroad more than $323,000,000 
worth of animals, meats, And animal prod- 
ucts. 

Now, with all thie constantly increasing 
demand for meat, the price is going up be- 
cause there is not an increase in the supply 
of cattle in proportion to the increased de- 
mand. The farms and ranges are not in- 
ere their supply of cattle proportion- 
ately, 

“It costs more to raise cattle now. The 
price of farm labor hae risen enormously. 
The price of grain has gone up and the 
farmer can make more money raising grain 
or hay or other crops that he can harvest 
with labor saving machinery than he can in 
raising and fattening cattle for the mar- 
ket. Possibly, too, not so many cattle reach 
the markets now because rigid inspection 
under the meat inspection law makes it use- 
less to send to market cattle that formerly 
might pérhaps have passed.“ 

The figures of the bureau of statistics of 
the treasury department fully bear out this 
statement of Secretary Wilson. Summing 
up for four weeks, the receipts of cattle at 
Chicago during May, 1906, were nearly 10,- 
000 head more than for May of this year. 


Competition Fixes the Price. 

It was suggested to Mr. Wilson that the 
price of meats was due chiefly to the determi- 
nation of the meat packers of Chicago to so 
far increase prices as to make the public pay 
for the losses suffered by the packers as a 
result of the meat inspection law. 

1 don’t think there is anything in that,“ 
said the secretary. ‘* As a matter of fact, 
Chicago does not fix the price of cattle. New 
York and the east have their buyers at Chi- 
cago, and they compete too sharply for Chi- 
cago alone to fix the prices.”

Philip and Joseph Sanzoni, Who Saved

The grand jury today ll return indict- 
ments against Philip Sanzori and his son, 
Joseph Sanzori, who surrendered on June 12 
for a murder committed on June 25, 1000. 
Presentments against them were found by 
the jury yesterday. 

They were accused o fthe murder of An- 
tonio Longo, who lived at 626 West Twenty- 
sixth street. They fied and were not ar- 
rested.. No indictment was returned at the 
time. The police had forgotten the case 
when the father and son surrendered to As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler a week ago. 

They told the police they had spent the 
seven intervening years in New York and 
Chicago, working continually that they 
might save a sum sufficient to enable them 
to defend themselves in court.. They have 
$3,500, and their attorney, Charles Erbstein, 
believes they will not have to spend it all 
to obtain their freedom.

AGREES AFTER 36 HOURS UNDER 
KAVANAGH SYSTEM.

Twelve Men, Well Fed and Lodged, 
Find Verdict in Case Predicted for 
Disagreement—Court Reverses the 
Theory ot Starving and Torturing 
Citizens Who Serve to Get Them to 
Work—<Alleged Confidence Man Is 
Convicted. ae 
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One of Judge Kavanagh's humanely treat- 
ed juries made good yesterday for the revo- 
lutionary theory that a body of twelve men 
treated as human beings will do more and 
better work than twelve treated like bits of 
legal machinery. 

This particular jury, being fed the conven- 
tional number of times at a hotel, lodged in 
good beds, and given the opportunity to bathe 
and shave according to the habits of each 
juror, worked willingly for thirty-six hours 
and brought Ina verdict in a case that seemed 
destined to produce only a disagreement. 


Calls for Long Labor. 

The case was that of the people against 
Morris Jacobs, necessitating a detailed ex- 
amination of books, papers, and documents, 
being difficult of solution and altogether one 
in which twelve men reasonably might dis- 

gree. - 

Jacobs was found gulity of obtaining money 
by means of a confidence game. He con- 
ducted a physical culture school at Monroe 
and Clark streets.

Judge Udes Common Sense. 

The theory of the old common law,“ said 
Judge Kavanagh, “permitted the jury 
neither meat, drink, or candle, and there was 
a question whether the jury were entitled to 
water. However, one of the English judges 
was questioned as to whether the bailiff 
should be permitted to give the jury water, 
and the learned judge decided that water 
was not meat and that he certainly would 
not call it drink, and that the bailiff there- 
fore might allow the jurors water. 

The crowning misfortune of a suit at law 
is, of course, an unjust judgment. Next to 
that the greatest evil consists in a disagree- 
ment of the jury, because such a failure to 
agree sets at naught all the expense, worry, 
and trouble of the trial. 

Stops Hard Headed Jurors. . 

* Disagreements occur frequently, because 
stubborn minded persons on the jury realize 
that they can, if they wish, force a disagree- 
ment simply by holding out. The inhumanity 
of the present general practice in the han- 
dling of juries is equaled only by its lack of 
wisdom. I have endeavored to employ an- 
other on the theory that the jurors are en- 
gaged in the performance of the most sol- 
emn and important duty that devolves upon 
a citizen in the time of peace. No care is too 
gcod for them. 

“If jurors may begin their deliberations 
anew after a good night's sleep they will be 
strong and willing to undertake in good tem- 
per any question. 

“There should be no Gisagreements, and 
when the stu minded citizen who so 
often forces a disagreement through sheer 
pride of obstinacy finds that he cannot effect 
this result simply by holding out there will 
be few unreasonably prolonged sessions.” 


OUSTED TRUSTEE CARRIES

On the theory, therefore, that the traffic 
otight to pay for the damage it does the 
streets, the mayor asked Corporation Coun- 
sel Brundage for an opinion on the legality 
of a tax on all classes of vehicles. The cor- 
gration counsel informed him that while the 
authority of the city has been questioned in 
this regard in the past the tax will be legal 
under the authority conferred by the new 
charter. 


Tentative Schedule of Tax. 

The mayor is open to suggestions on the 
tax to be imposed on each class of vehi- 
cles. A tentative schedule has been worked 
out that would create a street repair fund 
in this fashion: 
50,000 two horse wagons, at $5 each. . 280,000 
25,000 one horse wagons, at $3 each... . 75,000 
500 three horse trucks, at @l0each........ 5,000 
7,000 automobiles, at $10 each 
85,000 carriages, cabs, buggies, etc., at $3

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With a half million dollar repair fund 
Supt. Doherty declares he could keep in per- 
fect repair all the streets upon which the 
paving guarantee has expired. This year 
he has been allowed only $100,000 for this 
purpose. The result is that the city will be 
able to restore only the worst of the worn 
out pavements, while hundreds of miles of 
streets in the earlier stages of dilapidation 
will be left untouched. 


Finds Damage Is Growing. 

‘The mayor has had a thorough investiga- 
tion made of the effect of heavy teaming on 
Chicago pavements. The coal and stone 
wagons and other vehicles of the heaviest 
clase of traffic were found to be doing an al- 
most inestimable amount of damage. In 
specific instances single trips of coal wagons 
over macadam pavements were found to 
have caused damage which it will cost sev- 
eral hundred dollars to repair. 

In the case of three horse teamsthe matter 
is even worse. During the last two years 
the average loads for trucks have doubled in 
weight, and complaints of the manner in 
which these heavy burdens tear up pave- 
ments are numerous. 

Automobiles are said to cause a greater 


‘volume of damage, all told, than any other 


one clase of vehicles. The suction created 
by a motor car is ruinous to a maradam 
pavement. According to the reports in the 
street department macadam laid in the 
spring in thoroughfares frequented by auto- 
mobiles almost to the exclusion of other ve- 
hicles is worthless six months later. Public 
Works Commissioner Hanberg told the 
mayor he was in favor of taxing autos $25 
each toward the upkeep of the streets. 


Brundage Wants Bridewell Aid. 


Corporation Counsel Brundage is taking 
more than a purely legal interest in the plan 
to secure better streets. He has laid before 
the mayor a suggestion that the prisoners 
at the house of correction be employed in 
the manufacture of creosote blocks with 
which considerable paving will be done in 
the next few years. Commissioner Hanberg 
was in Kansas City last week investigating 
a mechanical asphalt mixer for use in the 
repair of asphalted streets. 

The lMcense fees paid into the city treasury 
on automobiles at present amount to $10,000 
a year. Under the new statute, which goes 
into effect July 1, autos will be licensed by 
the state, and the fees will go into the state 
treasury. Corporation Counsel Brundage is 
of the opinion, however, that the city under 
the new charter will have authority to im- 
pose a road tax on the cars in addition to 
the state fees.

As it now stands we control our 
home market in planos, thanks to an ad 
valorem duty of 45 per cent, and you have 
the best market and the best products on 
earth. It so happens that the last census 
shows less than 7 per cent of our pianos were 
exported, yet that 7 per cent makes us the 
greatest piano exporting nation of the world. 
The e will doubtless come when we will 
have a continental United States and instead 
of the 85,000,000 people we now have we will 
have 200,000,000, with room for that many 
more. And in the fullness of time when we 
have developed this market at home it will 
be time enough to go abroad. 


High Wages in America. 


But, Mr. Cannon, some one will ask, why 
does the republican party insist on giving 
a wage three or four times greater than in 
any other country of the globe?

MILWAUKEE COURT OFFICIAL 
HELD FOR $30,000 SHORTAGE. 


Frank B. Woller Under Arrest on EBmbez- 


zlement Charge—Accused Says Bal- 
ance in Books Is to Blame. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 20.—Frank E. Wol- 
ler, clerk of the Municipal and District 
courts, was arrested this afternoon on a war- 
rant signed by Judge Neelen charging him 
with embezzlement on Jam 2, 1907, of $80,000. 

The warrant was served by District Attor- 
ney McGovern personally. Woller is in the 
custody of Inspector Reimer at the police 
station. Woller will plead guilty and re- 
ceive his sentence tomorrow. Woller has 
served in his present office about eighteen 


years. | 

The dis¢overy of the shortage was made 
yesterday afternoon, when J. C. Chandler, 
an expert in the employ of the city, reported 
to City Controller Paul Bechtner that the 
books of the clerk were in perfect condition, 
but that he had been unable to secure from 
Woller a satisfactory showing as to the 
amount on hand 

Mr. Bechtner went to the First National 
bank for a statement demanded in the name 
of the city of Mibwaukee. It was discovered 
that while Woller should have something 
over $29,000 to the credit of the bail deposit 
fund there was only $990 in the fund. 

When seen after hie arrest Woller said: 

“ This is of old standing. It extende back 
six years or more, when I was in the com- 
mission business with a Chicage man and I 
have been trying to cover my shortage ever 
since. I don’t know how much it is.. The 
controller knows that. 

“It is hard for this to come out at this 
time. If I had only been brave enough to 
have asked my friends for help three months 
ego it never would have come out like this. 

I have always kept my books straight. 
The only discrepancy is that the balance 
on the books is in excess of the real balance 
in the bank.’’

‘after they have celebrated their birthday 
half a hundred .times? 


15 Per Cent of Workers Over 50. 


It is noticeable to discover, therefore, that 
of the 13,322 women carried on the govern- 
ment rolls no less than 1,976 are over 50 years 
of age. This means that of the women in 
government work nearly 15 per cent @re still 
“drawing salaries after they have passed the 
half century mark. 

Of course, women do not get the game pe- 
cunfary rewards men do either in ,govern-. 
ment or m other service. This is a ‘fact pe- 
“culiar to present conditions. Almost all the 
employers, whether official or other@ingj-era):

There is some slight reason for this in com- 
mercial life.

Only two women on the 
regular government list: were graded as re- 
celving 3,800 or more annually, whereas 
there were over 1400 men who drew at least 
that amount from the government. .

No other state in the union can 
even approximate that record. If to the 
numbers enrolled in the regular colleges 


included in. the foregoing statement the 


and Indiana report 3,100, 3,000, and 1,684 
students vely. Counting Purdue 
and Indiana ds one and treating the State 
University of Iowa and the Iowa State 
college in the same way, each of these 
state institutions ‘would exceed the figures 
given for Wisconsin or Nebraska. 

The educators of the east have been 
slow to recognize the meaning of the fig- 
ares which are presented for their inspec- 
tion each year. They have retained their 


superiority which cannot long maintain 
itself by mere arrogance. The great uni- 
versities of the central west have been 
making great progress. The legislatures 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota have been generous 
to their favored state institutions. They 
have voted splendid buildings, increasingly 
creditable equipment, and better salaries 
for the professors. The smaller colleges 
have shared the development of the larger 
ohes. The central west should claim the 
educational pre®minence which is justly 
its own. 

There are certain things. which come 
only with age. In that respect the cen- 
tral west is behind the east. Some of the 
fathers who have diplomas from Yale, 
J Harvard, Amherst, Willigms, Dartmouth, 
or Brown will continue to send their sons 
to New England. Columbia, Cornell, and 
Princeton will continue to have drawing 
power. But it is none the less true that 
the great majority of students come from 
the immediate vicinity of the „ college 
grounds. In the long run, with a larger 
poptlation of prosperous citizens and with 
a widespread belief, even in the homes of 
the comparatively poor, in the value of 
education, the west is certain to maintain 
the educational supgemacy it has ac 
quited. — 

There is just reason for pride in the 
situation which the president of North- 
western university calls again to public 
attention. If the western instititions are 
in some {instances behind the eastern in 
the matter of buildings, libraries, and 
equipment, that is a deficiency which time 
will remedy. The west hat no reason to 
be ashamed of what it has accomplishod 
within half a century in the direction of 
higher education. — 4 


ART IN THE PARKS. 

While at first it may seem to have a 
humorous side there is much to be com- 
mended in the peripatetic art exhibition 
planned for the small parks in the south 
and southwest diBtricts of the city. It is 
proposed from time to time to borrow 
drawings and paintings. from the Art in- 
stitute aud exhibit them for the period of 
a week in each of the parks selected. , 

The wisdom of this arrangement is seen 
in the ‘educational infldence it will afford. 
It is true, as some may. argue, that free 
days ‘are named at the Art institute, when 
the public is allowed to roam almost with- 
out restraint. But the counter argument 
"is advanced that it frequently is not con- 
vehient for those living in remote quarters 
ef the city to journey ‘downtown, even 
with the artistic allnrements, and it is 
andoubtedly,; true that there are thousands 
of persons in Chicago who have never 
visited the institute and possibly never 
have heard of it.. There is also ground 
for belief that the vastness’ of the col- 
lection at the institute is. often a detri- 
ment rather than an attraction) and that 
the bewilderment caused by so extensive 
a display nullifies any good that might 
have been otherwise obtained: Thie ob- 
jection is removed by the plan cubmitted 
for the traveling art exhibition. 

The multitude of people swarming the 
emall outlying parks will be attracted, 
pleased, ‘and instructed by the work that is 
hang up for inspection. Those who, per- 
haps, never have stapped to look attentive- 
ly. kt a well painted picture will find a new 
world opened for their study and a new 
pleasure brought for their gratification. 
With a constant changing of subjects 
many will find delight and mahy will be 
benefited And instructed. It is a simple 
and practical way of bringing before 
the public at large an exhibition of artistic 
work that othérwise might have been lost 
to a great mass of people. As the world 
goes the finest painting may be lost in a 
mass of other canvases; the association of 
a few good works is the best beginning as

The plan adopted by the Si infirmary 
to insure a pure milk supply is worthy. of 
imitation. The form of tender lays down as 
a condition that the cows shall be examined 
and reported on by a veterinary surgeon be- 
lected by the infirmary, and the cows thus 
passed ag free from disease shall be the only 
ones whose milk shall be sent to the infirm- 
ary 

The dealer shall undertake to wash the ud- 
ders of the cows with soap and water just 
before milking the animals, and shall fur- 
ther undertake to ges that those who milk the 
cows shall wash their hande ediateiy 
before milking.

Western Horse Takes Great 
Race; Montgomery Second; 
Beacon Light Third. 


— 


New Tork, June 20.—[ Special. }]—With 40,- 
000 persons looking on in mute astonish- 
ment Nealon, the 4 year old brown colt by 
Sain-Sister Josephine, won the $20,000 Sub- 
urban handicap at one mile and a quarter 
over a fast track at Sheepshead Bay this 
afternoon: Nealon was well in hand as he 
passed the judges’ stand two lengths in front 
of Montgomery, the 8 year old colt, which 
in turn had a scant length over Beacon Light, 
a 4 year old. Beacon Light got up in time 
to take third money by a nose from the 3 
year old Faust by Mirthful-Imp, which set a 
terrific pace nearly all the way. 

Nealon and Faust ran in the colors of C. 
E. Durnell, more familjarly known as 
Boots, a horseman who had difficulty 
with the French turf authorities some time 
ago, only to be exonerated, and who was 
ruled off the turf a year ago last winter 
by the Pacific Coast Jockey club, which later 
reinstated him. The Durnell entry opened 
at 15 to 1, but receded to 20. But John W. 
Gates, who is believed to be interested in the 
horses handled by Durnell, cleaned up nearly 
$50,000 in wagers on Nealon, although he 
dropped a bulky package on Electioneer. 


Montgomery ‘Heavily Played. 

Montgomery, strangely enough, took sec- 
ond money in the colors of Emil Herz, Dur- 
nell's former racing partner, who purchased 
the Pessara colt from F. A. Forsyth at Hel- 
mont several weeks ago for $25,000 in cash. 
Durnell and Herz now are bitter eremies. 
Montgomery was steadily plavcd across the 
board, not only by his plunging owner but 
by many who knew the colt to be one of the 
best 8 year old cots of the year. His closing 
quotation was 8 to 1. 

Beacon Light also was steadily supported at 
8 to 1, and ran in the name of H. P. Headley, a 
well known Kentucky breeder. Beacon Light 
and Nealon ran second and third respectively 
in the Brooklyn handicap, being beaten by 
Superman. Because of this fact, Superman, 
which ran coupled with the 8 year old Dis- 
guise filly, Veil, was heavily taken three 
weys, at 5, 2, and even. He was prominent 
for nearly three-quarters of a mile, only to be 
literally run off his feet, and finished, badly 
“beaten, in the ruck. 

Durnell. 


Clever Coup by 

As the race was run it afterward became 
apparent that Durnell had succeeded in ex- 
ecuting a well planned coup. In starting 
Faust, which has been invincible in selling 
races recently, Durnell planned to have the 
son of Mirthful, with E. Dugan up, set a 
terrific pace, which might kill off the speedy. 
3 year olds Superman, Frank Gill, Election- 
eer, and Veil. Then, having accOmplished his 
purpose, it was Durnell's idea that Faust 
would give way to the victorious rush 
through the last stages of the contest by 
Nealon, which is well known for his game- 
ness and staying qualities. 

If the trick had been. rehearsed a dozen 
times it could not have worked more 
smoothly. According to the plan, Faust 
boomed in front as goon as the bar- 
rier went up, and at the turnhe ran 
the eyeballs out of Superman and 
Frank Gill, the latter quitting cold near 
the three-quarter pole and the latter hanging 
on pluckily to the last eighth pole. While this 
was going on Willie Dugan, who rode a mag- 
nificent race from start to finish, had Nealon 
in a nice position, ready to make his run at 
the proper moment. When he reached. the 
middle of the far turn, he cut Nealon loose 
with the result the Saint colt, full of running, 
dashed to the front easily and breezed home 
triumphantly in 2:06 2-8. 


. Faust a Bulldog at Finish. 

Montgomery, which had been back in fifth 
place practically all the way, stood à ter- 
rific drive and outgamed Beacon Light, 
which under punishment came from prac- 
tically nowhere in the last quarter mile. In 
spite of the tremendous pace he set Faust 
was like a bulldog at the end and finished so 
resolutely many thought he had taken third 
place until the official numbers were hoisted. 

What was the matter wita Electioneer? 
Thousands asked the question when the ex- 
citement began to die out. This gallant son 
of Voter—Quesal, which had made the great 
Peter Pan stretch his neck in the Standard 
stakes, was a pronounced favorite. The pub- 
lic and nearly all the smart speculators 
backed him, believing he had the Suburban 
at his mercy. From 4 to 1 hie price was 
beaten down to 13 to 5, there being a general 
craze to back him. He had a bad position 
at the post, being next to the extreme out- 
side, but Jockey Mountain got him off quick- 
ly, the colt showing a lot of early speed and 
running close to the pacemakers when he 
reached the judges’ stand the first time. 

But as ne neared the lower turn Notter 
jammed Frank Gill against him in a bit of 
rough riding, and Electioneer quickly was 
driven into a pocket. Ae the horses in front 
of him were under a pull and as Mountain 
wanted to get to the front, the jockey yanked 
Blectioneer up short and took him to the 
outside. As he reached the beginning of the 
backstretch Electioneer found himself in 
close quarters again and, although Mountain 
tried to get him clear, it was no use. From 
that point until the race was over the fa- 
vorite trailed far back in the dust cloud, much 
to the disgust of thousands of spectators 
whose money helped to enrich the hungry 
bookmakers. 


Crowd Gloomy After Race. 

The defeat of Electioneer and the fact the 
winner practically was unbacked by the pub- 
lic made the great crowd gloomy in the er 
treme. As the horses rushed to the wire 
there was general lack of enthusiasm such 
as has marked the finishes of other Sub- 
urbans. 

The race was a distinct triumph for the 
western turf. Nealon was bred by Barney 
Schreiber, the Missouri horseman, who sold 
a half interest in the colt to Durnell last fall 
for $6,000. Montgomery's owner until this 
year always confined his operations to the 
west, while Beacon Light, which was brought 
on here especially for a killing in the 
Brooklyn handicap, might be called the pride 
of Kentucky. 

J. W. Gates hurried down to the stall where 
Nealon was cooled out and warmly congrat- 
ulated Durnell on the victory. 

It's simply great, my boy.“ said the mil- 
lionaire. ‘‘ Simply great. You had the best 
horse. 

Another western horse scored a notable 
triumph in the $10,000 double event for 2 year 
olds at 5% furlongs. Firestone, a chestnut 
colt by Royal Flush IlI.—Modrea, running 
in the colors of Thomas H. Williams, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Jockey club, and lightly 
backed at 10 to 1, was victorious in this race. 
Firestone made all the running and breesed 
to the wire an easy winner by two lengths 
over Chapultepec. 

The most popular victory of the day was 
that of the mighty Roseben in the second

ASCOT, England, June 20.—This was the great- 
est day of the race meeting, popularly known as 
„the Royal Ascot. It was marked by the sensa- 
tional character of the struggle for the king’s gold 
cup, valued at 82,500, with $17,500 added, for 
colts and fillies at two and a halt miles. The theft 
of the cup a day or two ago brought the race more 
prominently before the attention of the public. 

The contest was memorable because of the dead 
heat run by the English and French horses, The 
White Knight and Eider, and because after the 
race an objection was filed, the second ever lodged 
at Ascot, where such things are frownéd upon. 

Jockey Halsey, who rode the White Knight, 
owned by Col. Kirkwood, accused the French 
jockey,. Stern, the rider of the duke of Gram- 
mont’s Elder, of boring in, and as the objection 
proved well founded the race was awarded to the 

White Knight. 

Socially, gold cup day kept up its reputa- 
tion: There was a repetition of the royal pro- 
cession, which was witnessed by a great crowd. 
The weather was perfect, and the display of 
handsome and gayly colored costumes surpassed 
that of former years. Many visiting Americans, 
in addition to well known members of the Amer- 
ican colony, were admitted to the royal inclosure.

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ATTITUDE OF TREASURY DEPART- 


If Mr. Shaw’s Policy Is to Be Pur- 
sued It Becomes Question Whether 
Secretary Should Not Call In De- 
posits from National Banks Before 
Sept. 1—Present Seems Like Fa- 
vorable Time for Contracting Spec- 
ulation—Financial News. 


The treasury department in its relation to 
the general money situation of the country 
assumes an interesting aspect since the inau- 
guration of the policy of former Secretary 
Shaw to aid in an important way the fall 
money market. 

If Mr. Shaw's policy is to be pursued it be- 
comes a question whether the secretary of 
the treasury should not at this time, or be- 
tween now and Sept. 1, call in treasury de- 
posits from national banks. The secretary 
has called in $30,000,000. The total amount 
of treasury deposits in the banks is in round 
figures $184,000,000. If, in addition to the 
amount just called, the secretary should 
withdraw $50,000,000 more from the banks he 
then would have a fund available to lend in 
the autumn months, when the usual money 


stringency is experienced. 


Money Now Relatively Easy. 

Money le relatively easy now. Speculation 
is ebbing in the New York stock market, 
and, while railroads and other large indus 
trial corporations are not able to borrow at 
satisfactory rates on bond issues, still the 
present seems like @ favorable time for con- 
tracting speculation so far as withdrawal of 
government deposits might effect such a 


result. 

Experience in the past has shown that, so 
far as the stock market is concerned, it will 
absorb all the money offered A commission 
house which, for instance, is able to borrow 
$50,000,000 for large market operations will, 
if $50,000,000 more be available, use it in the 
expansion of its business. Additional funds 
mean merely additional ability to use them. 

This period of the year suggests itself as a 
time for contracting speculation to meet 
commercial needs, which are usually made 
burdensome because of high interest in the 
fall months later in the year. 


Redeems Bonds on July 1. 

The treasury department will be prepared 
to redeem $36,000,000 4 per cent government 
bonds on July 1. It is assumed that a large 
proportion of the bonds will be offered for re- 
demption. In consequence the money now 
called by the tpeasury department will, in 
good part, find its way back into circulation. 

But if the government proposes to make a 

steady practice of trying to regulate the 
mohey market it might as well figure on sev- 
eral methods of doing it. One seems to be 
to call in deposits now and pay them out 
later, 

Chicago as Banking Center. 

Occasion is taken by the Wall Street Jour- 
nal to make the following notice ot Chicago 
as a Banking Center: 

“The net deposits of the national banks 
of Chicago, as reported to the controller of 
the currency on May 20, were $261,506,000, 
as against $155,610,000 on April 26, 1900. 
This is an increase, of $105,896,000 in seven 
years. The percentage of increase is 68.2. 

The net deposits of the national banks of 
New York on May 20 were $86,332,000, as 
against $727,668,000 on April 26, 1900. This 
is an increase of $138,669,000 in seven years. 
The percentage increase is’ only 19. : 

“Tt is evident from these figures that 
Chicago is growing rapidly as a banking 
center. The proportion of the deposits of 
all the national banks of the United States 
held by the national banks of Chicago 
amounts to 5 per cent. The proportion held 
by the national banks of New York is 16.5 
per cent. It appears by ‘comparison with 
1900 that Chicago’s percentage of the whole 
is exactly the same as it was seven years 
ago, while New York's percentage has de- 
clined from 23.3 to 16.5. The advantage 
shown by Chicago over New York in this 
comparison ir due, no doubt, to the organiza- 
tion of hundreds of small national banks in 
the great territory west of the Mississippi 
river since the banking act of 1900 was 


passed.“ 
Advantage in Small Banks.

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General Financial News.

The Steger lease of the Horner estate prop- 
erty at the rthwest corner of Wabash 
avenue and JaGkson boulevard, finally has 
been closed and the instrument was filed 
for record yesterday. Some interesting facts 
not heretofore known in connection with the 
transaction were also disclosed. 

Instead of a straight lease for ninety-nine 
years from 1911 at an annual rent of $30,000, 
as has been announced, the lease is to date 
from July 1, 1907, and up to April 30, 1911, 
the annual rent is to be $11,085. For the re- 
maining ninety-five years the annual rent is 
to be 630,000. 

The average annual rent is $29,281, which 
is 4 per cent on $732,020, which is at the rate 
of $29,117 a front foot and $264.70 a square 
foot, record figures for Chicago real estate 
with the exception of the Kohlsaat lease on 
the 20x40 feet at the northwest corner of 
Dearborn and Madison streets, which was at 
the rate of 4 per cent or about $312 a square 


foot. 

The major term of the Steger lease is at 
the rate of about $30,000 a front foot and $272 
a square foot. 

The lease provides for the erection of a 
building not less than ten stories and to cost 
not less than $125,000, to be completed by 
Nov. 1, 1910. 

Mr. Steger plans to erect on this and the 
25 feet on the north held by him under lease 
at an annual rental of $10,000, a sixteen 
or eighteen story building to cost about §450,- 
000,

The second convention of the uniform 
grades congress was called to order in the 
directors’ room of the board of trade yester- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. Forty-one dele- 
gates from thirty-four exchanges, state 
grain inspection departments, and grain 
dealers’ associations were present. J. W. 
McCord of Columbus, O., and J. F. Courcier, 
secretary of the Grain Dealers’ National ag- 
sociation, were elected permanent chairman 
end permanent secretary respectively. The 
afternoon session began at 2 o'clock. The 
general purpose of the congress is to estab- 
lish a uniform set of rules for garding and 
inspection of grains, which it is thought will 
make for the best good of the trade. Af 
present each exchange has its own grades 
and inspection rules. The first congress was 
held here last winter, when a set of grades 
were formulated for the approval of the dif- 
ferent exchanges. Some of the exchanges 
ratified the new rules at once, but the local 
exchange and the New York produce ex- 
change have not adopted them. The object 
of the second meeting, which is now being 
held, is to correct certain inconsistencies in 
the rules first formulated and seek to over- 
come objections which have been brought 
up by some of the exchanges. Committees 
were appointed to adopt tentatives rules on 
wheat, corn, and oats, and will report at the 
meeting of the congress at 10 o'clock this 
morning. |

Bartlett-Fra- 
zier was an early buyer of September corn, 
but later turned sellers of May and 
September. Roberts, Merritt, and Cudahy 
were on thé selling side. Armour was the 
biggest buyer of July early against cash 
sales. Later buying was headed by Prin- 
gle, Wells, Comstock, Wrenn, and commis- 
sion houses. Longs in oats took profits free- 
ly, Buckley, Friedman, Northern Grain, Rob- 
erts, and Knight-McDougal selling. Com- 
mission houses bought liberally on country 
orders,.and on the decline there was buying 
by Pringle and Mardeld. Wrenn bought 
September lard.. Packers were the leading 
sellers. | 

Several of the cash houses here had mes- 
sages from Illinois and Indiana saying that 
actual damage was being done by the bugs in 
the oats, While the correspondents were not 
absolutely sure that the insects were the gen- 
ulne green aphis, it was claimed that serious 
damage had resulted from their depredations 
in the last week. They were said to be mul- 
tiplying with astonishing rapidity, Hoopes- 
ton, III., wiring that where there were thou- 
sands last Saturday there were millions now, 
and seemed to be working inthe heads. Ash- 
land, III., wired Sidwell & Co.:: Wheat and 
oats badly damaged by the bugs. Sangamon 
county reported wheat and oats damaged 
from bugs and rust. 

Secretary Smiley of the Kansas Grain

Shields Grain company, Kansas City, 50,000,- 
000 to 55,000,000 bu; Hall-Baker, Kansas City, 
60,000,000 bu; Houston-Fible, Kansas City, 
45,000,000 bu. It is understood that Secretary 
Coburn’s estimate is from 50,000,000 to 60,000, - 
000 bu. 


It was stated that Texas and Oklahoma 
millers would require 30,000,000 to 35,000,000 
bu of wheat this next year. It is thought that 
their requirements, together with the demand 
of Kansas mills, will take all the available 
supplies in the southwest, and perhaps more, 
It is expected, moreover, that a great deal 
of the Kansas wheat will be low grade.
